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Vision 

The  Children's  Trust  Fund  envisions  children  and  families 
free  to  grow  and  reach  their  full  potential  in  a  nurturing 
and  healthy  environment  free  from  child  abuse  and  neglect. 

Mission 

The  Children's  Trust  Fund  will  prevent  or  alleviate  child  abuse  and  neglect  for  the 
State  of  Missouri's  children  and  families  by:  1)  planning  and  policy  development; 
2)  ensuring  appropriate  funding  of  results-oriented  programs,  training  programs 
for  professionals,  and  research;  3)  promoting  public  awareness  and  education; 
and  4)  assisting  in  the  integration  of  statewide  prevention  efforts. 
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The  Children's  Trust  Fund  (CTF)  was  created  by  the  Missouri  General  Assembly  in  1983  as 
a  fund  dedicated  solely  to  support  child  abuse  and  neglect  prevention  programs  through- 
out the  state.  CTF  was  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  with  public  or  private  agencies, 
schools,  or  qualified  individuals  to  establish  community-based  educational  and  service 
programs  focused  on  preventing  child  abuse  and  neglect.  CTF  was  also  directed  to  facilitate 
information  exchange  between  groups  concerned  with  child  abuse  prevention  programs 
and  to  provide  statewide  public  education  regarding  issues  facing  families  and  children. 

No  state  general  revenue  funds  are  appropriated  to  CTF  for  child  abuse  prevention. 
Funding  is  obtained  from  sales  of  the  special  CTF  license  plate,  dedicated  fees  on  marriage 
licenses  and  vital  records,  voluntary  contributions  designated  on  Missouri  state  income  tax 
returns,  other  voluntary  contributions,  and  interest  income  from  the  Fund.  CTF  also  admin- 
isters the  Community  Based  Family  Resource  and  Support  ( CBFRS)  Federal  Grant.

M  arking  Twenty  Years  of  Service  to  M  issouri's  Children  1983-2003 

CTF  celebrated  its  20th  anniversary  in  2003.  Created  in  1983  by  the  Missouri  legislature  and 
signed  into  law  by  former  Governor  Christopher  Bond,  CTF  has  allocated  over  $24  million  in 
prevention  grants  to  communities  si  nee  1985.  Through  the  years,  CTF  has  engaged  in  public 
awareness  about  the  importance  and  economic  impact  of  preventing  child  abuse  and  neglect. 
CTF's  seed  money  to  organizations  has  helped  develop  effective  home  visitation  for  at-risk 
families,  mentoring  for  teen  mothers  safe  crib  projects,  infant  massage  programs,  and  respite 
care  for  fami  I  i  es  i  n  cri si  s  among  others  CTF  i  nvests  i  n  proven  proj  ects  that  uti  I  i ze  eval  uati  on 
processes  to  meet  desi  red  outcomes  as  wd  I  as  proj  ects  that  test  new  i  deas  and  creati  ve  strategi  es 
to  yield  a  positive  impact  for  parents  and  children. 


CTF  General  Prevention  Grants 

The  CTF  Board  of  Directors  approved  and  award- 
ed more  than  $1.5  million  for  Fiscal  Year  2003  to 
57  community-based  organizations  and  agencies 
throughout  M  i  ssouri .  These  programs  provi  de 
services  that  hel  p  support  fami  I  i  es  to  reduce  the 
risk  of  child  abuse  and  neglect.  Injulyand  August 
of  2002,  CTF  hosted  check  presentation  cere- 
monies in  Jefferson  City,  Kansas  City,  Springfield, 
St.  Louis  and  Moberlyto  recognize  the  grant 
recipients  for  their  ongoing  efforts  in  the  field.  Of 
the  57  FY03  grant  projects  48  or  84%  address 
issues  associated  with  at-risk  parents  and  are  con- 
sidered secondary  prevention  efforts  Nine  proj- 
ects or  16%  are consi dered  pri mary  prevention, 
which  are  more  educational  in  nature  and  geared 
to  the  general  public. 

Based  on  program  annual  reports,  it  is  estimated 
that  in  Fiscal  Year  2003, 10,306  fami  lies/ adults 
and  8,543  children  were  directly  served  as  a  result 
of  this  funding.

CTF  uti  I  i  zed  a  statewi  de  bi  1 1  board  campai  gn  to 
heighten  public  awareness  of  the  prevention  of 
Shaken  Baby  Syndrome  (SBS),  the  CTF  special 
license  plate  and  the  "Not  Even  for  a  Minute" 
campaign,  which  encourages  parents  to  not  leave 
their  children  alone  in  vehicles.  Radio  commer- 
cial s  pro  mo  ti  n  g  th  e "  N  ot  Even 
for  a  Minute" 

campaign  also  aired  during 
peak  viewing  times  in  July  and 
August  2002.  CTF  also  contin- 
ued to  develop  and  provide 
prevention  literature  about 
Shaken  Baby  Syndrome  safe 
crib/safe  sleep  practices,  pos- 
itive parenting,  and  the 
dangers  of  leaving  children 
unattended  in  vehicles.

Prevent  Shaken  Baby  Syndrome  Videotapes 

In  January  2002,  Fi rst  Lady  Lori  HauserHolden 
announced  the  availability  of  two  versions  of  the 
"Prevent  Shaken  Baby  Syndrome"  instructional 
videotapes  created  by  CTF.  The  parent  videotape  is 
now  used  by  many  of  the  delivering  hospitals  in 
Missouri  and  incorporated  into  their  newborn 
and  childbirth  programs  The  Missouri 
Department  of  Health  and  Senior  Services  Bureau 
of  Child  Care  includes  the  caregiver  video  in  its 
Child  Care O ri entati on  Trai ni ng for  provi ders 
statewide  In  addition,  the  State  Technical 
Assistance  Team  (STAT)  uses  the  videos  during 
thei  r  prevention  trai  ni  ng.  The  videos  were  pro- 
duced using  a  portion  of  the  funds  donated  to 
CTF  i  n  memory  of  the  I  ate  Governor  M  d 
Carnahan.  In  Fiscal  Year  2003,  CTF  distributed 


over  1500  videos,  and  in  addition,  the  University 
of  Missouri -Columbia,  through  the  Human 
Development  and  Family  Studies  Department, 
provided  12,000  parent  videotapes  as  part  of  an 
informational  packet  to  families  in  Missouri.

Production  of  the  Kid's  Count  Data  book  is 
a  col  laborative  effort  of  CTF,  Citizen's  for 
Missouri's  Children  and  more  than  30  public 
and  pri  vate  organi  zati  ons  from  across  the 
state  The  project's  mission  is 
to  improve  the  wdl  bang  of  Missouri's  chil- 
dren by  hdghtening  awareness  of  children's 
issues  within  local  communities  and  promoting 
more  effective  responses  to  chi  I  dren's  needs 
throughout  the  state  The  Annie  E.  Casey 
Foundation  provides  additional  funding  for  the 
project.  The  Kid's  Count  Book  is  distributed 
statewide  to  media  and  child  serving  agencies.

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Home  Visitation 
Prevention  Services 

Through  a  special  funding  initia- 
tive with  the  Department  of 
Health  and  the  Missouri 
Department  of  Social  Services, 
Division  of  Family  Services,  CTF 
awarded  funding  through  a  grant 
application  process  to  Nurses 
For  Newborns  Foundation  to 
provide  essential  home  visitation 
prevention  services  in  St.  Louis 
and  the  surrounding  area.  These 
services,  provided  by  a  registered 
nurse  target  parents  twenty-one 
years  of  age  or  younger  and  par- 
ents exceedi  ng  thi  s  age  who  are 
mental  I y  and/or  physi  cal  ly  chal- 
lenged or  who  are  substance 
abusers  In  Fiscal  Year  2003, 
N  FN  F  served  1,394  families 
through  this  project  that  focused  on  promoting 
effective  parenti  ng  skills,  preventi on  of  repeat  teen 
pregnancies,  increasing  educational  achievement, 
increasing  self-support  and  self-esteem,  promot- 
ing healthy  birth  outcomes,  and  ensuring  the 
safety  and  overall  well-being  of  children. 

Tax  Check-off  Campaign 

CTF  mailed  a  postcard  to  its  constituents  as  a 
reminder  of  the  tax  check-off  program  and 
desi  gned  a  stuffer  to  promote  the  program  whi  ch 
accompani ed  the  February  payroll  checks  sent  to 
64,000  state  employees.  Clear  Channel 
Communications  ran  PSAs  highlighting  the 
program  in  the  Springfield  area,  and  the  CTF 
executive  director  engaged  in  a  radio  interview 
with  KRESthat  reached  an  audience  in  mid- 
and  north  Missouri,  and  appeared  on  a  cable 
TV  program  in  Jefferson  City.  CTF  received 
$167,873.48  from  M  issouri  taxpayers  as  a  result 
of  the  2003  campai  gn. 


CTF  Anniversary  Luncheon 

Governor  Bob  Hoi  den  and  First  Lady  Lori  Hauser  Hoi  den  hosted 
a  luncheon  in  March  2003  at  the  Governor's  Mansion  in 
Jefferson  City  in  celebration  of  the  Children's  Trust  Fund 
Twentieth  Anniversary.  The  Governor  and  Mrs  Holden  gave 
remarks  and  presented  a  proclamation  declaring  April  as  Child 
Abuse  Prevention  Month  in  Missouri.  Current  and  past  CTF 
Board  members  and  other  prevention  professionals  closely  relat- 
ed to  the  growth  and  success  of  CTF  attended  the  I  uncheon. 
Over  the  years,  members  of  the  CTF  Board  have  been  vital  to  the 
progressive  development  of  CTF  in  helping  children  and 
strengthening  families  in  Missouri.  The  luncheon  provided  an 
opportunity  to  recognize  those  who  have  provided  continued 
service  and  commitment,  and  served  as  an  avenue  to  celebrate 
CTF's  past  and  look  toward  its  future  During  the  I  uncheon,  for- 
merMissouri  Senator  Betty  Sims  of  St.  Louis  was  recognized 
with  the  Laurie  Donovan  Award,  and  Sam  Burton  of  Roll  a  was 
presented  the  CTF  Chai  r  Award. 


National  Conference 

on  Child  Abuse  and  Neglect 

The  14th  National  Conference  on  Child  Abuse 
and  Neglect  was  held  March  31-April  5,  2003  at 
the  America's  Center  in  St.  Louis  Nearly  1,500 
prevention  professionals  from  around  the  country 
attended  the  Conference  sponsored  by  the  Office 
on  Child  Abuse  and  Neglect  (OCAN),  a 
Children's  Bureau  agency  in  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Health  and  Human  Services' Administration  on 
Children,  Youth  and  Families  Prevent  Child 
Abuse  Missouri  served  as  the  local  host  agency 
and  marked  the  fi  rst  ti  me  the  Conference  focused 
exclusively  on  prevention  activities  CTF  was  a 
major  sponsor  of  the  Conference  and  provided 
$40,000  in  scholarships  for  Missouri  residents  to 
attend. 

CTF/ Parents  As  Teachers  Partnership 

At  the  Parents  as  Teachers  ( PAT)  N  ati  onal  Center 
in  St.  Louis,  Senator  Christopher  Bond 
announced  in  April  2003  that  CTF  and  Parents 
as  Teachers  (PAT)  would  team  up  to  heighten 
awareness  of  Shaken  Baby  Syndrome  (SBS) .  Early 
childhood  professionals  will  strive  to  reduce 
occurrences  of  SBS  in  Missouri  through  a  parent 
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education  and  intervention  program  called  the 
"Never  Shake"  Campaign-SBS  Door  Hanger 
Project.  CTF  created  a  door  hanger  that  highlights 
ti  ps  for  parents  or  caregivers  when  they  become 
frustrated  with  a  crying  baby  or  small  child.  The 
piece  emphasizes  "Babies  cry,  so  have  a  plan." 
PAT,  a  nonprofit  parent  education  organization 
that  serves  100,000  Missouri  families  of  children 
under  age 6  through  their  relationship  with 
Missouri  school  districts,  will  serve  as  the  vehicle 
to  reach  all  families  of  very  young  children. 
Several  pi  I ot  PAT  districts  wi  II  be  sel ected  to 
distribute  the  door  hangers  and  share  the  CTF 
"Prevent  Shaken  Baby  Syndrome"  videotape 
with  families. 


CTF  Received  Family  Support  Network 
Guardian  Angel  Award

Community  Based  Family  Resource  and  Support  Program 


The  CBFRS  program  was  establ  ished  by 
Titlell  of  the  Child  Abuse  Prevention  and 
Treatment  Act  (CAPTA)  Amendments  of 
1996.  The  purpose  of  the  CBFRS  program  is 
to  support  State  efforts  to  create  and  operate 
statewide  networks  of  community-based, 
family-centered,  prevention-focused  family 
resource  and  support  programs,  which 
strengthen  families  and  reduce  the  incidence 
of  child  abuse  and  neglect. 

The  1996  CBFRS  legislation  recognizes  that 
individual  child  abuse  and  neglect  preven- 
tion programs  cannot  stand  alone  The  most 
effecti  ve  way  to  meet  the  chal  I  enge  of  pre- 
venting child  abuse  and  neglect  is  for  all  child 
abuse  prevention  and  treatment  programs 
pub  i  c  and  pri  vate  —  to  work  together  i  n 
partnership  to  achieve  their  common  goals 

In  each  state  a  lead  entity,  designated  by  the 
Governor,  applies  for  and  administers  the  CBFRS 
funds  In  Missouri,  the  Children's  Trust  Fund  is 
the  designated  lead  agency.  For  the  last  five  years 
CTF  has  supported  six  CBFRS  grants  in  Roll  a; 
Columbia;  Benton  Park  West  (South  St.  Louis 
City);  Maplewood/Richmond  Heights  (St.  Louis 
County);  Washington  County;  and  Barton, 
Cedar  and  Dade  Counties. 

As  of  September  30,  2002,  the  five-year  demon- 
stration proj  ect  ended  for  the  si  x  oh  gi  nal  CBFRS 
sites  though  many  are  continuing  to  implement 
coordi nated  fami ly  support  servi ces  i n  the r 
respective  communities  Through  extensive  evalu- 
ati  ons  of  these  demonstrati  on  proj ects,  the  best 
practi  ces  were  i  dentif  i  ed  and  wi  1 1  be  i  ncorporated 
into  new  CBFRS  sites 


The  intent  of  the  CBFRS  proj  ect  in  Missouri  is 
to  help  communities  develop  a  model  integrated 
system  for  delivering  health,  family  support,  and 
social  services  to  children  and  familiesin  order  to 
i mprove  outcomes,  reduce  costs  and  ultimately 
reduce  the  risks  of  child  abuse  and  neglect.  Each 
CBFRS  site  worked  to  develop  a  more  efficient 
and  coordi  nated  way  of  worki  ng  with  fami  I  i  es  to 
reduce  duplication  of  existing  services  and 
maxi  mi  ze  the  resources  of  publ  i  c  and  pri  vate 
providers  As  part  of  the  funding  requirements 
each  site  participated  in  a  rigorous  strategic 
planning  and  evaluation  process  reviewed 
quarterly  by  CTF. 

The  CBFRS  i  s  a  new  way  of  doi  ng  busi  ness  and 
focuses  on  agencies  combining  their  resources 
and  working  together  alongside  with  thefamilies 
to  sol  ve  the  mul  ti  -faceted  probl  ems  fami  I  i  es  are 
faced  with  today.

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Unique  Features  of  CBFRS 

Unlike  other  federally  funded  prevention  pro- 
grams, which  work  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of 
child  abuse  and  neglect,  the  CBFRS  program 
focuses  on  primary  prevention  to  keep  child 
abuse  and  neglect  from  ever  happening  in  the 
fi  rst  pi  ace  CBFRS  features  i  nd  ude  the  fol  I  owi  ng: 

•  N o  sti gma -  parti ci pants sdf-i dentify  their 
strengths  and  needs 

•  No  barriers-  all  families  who  seek  support  can 
participate 

•  Provides  services  to  families  who  might  other- 
wise "fall  through  the  cracks"  such  as  parents 
with  mild  cognitive  disabilities,  subjects  of 
"unsubstantiated  reports"  who  want  supportive 
help,  geographically  or  socially  isolated 

fami  I  i  es,  homel  ess  parents,  mi  grant  f ami  I  i  es 
and  families  of  children  with  disabilities 

•  Family-focused  -  agencies  involve  fami  lies  in 
program  design,  implementation,  and  evalua- 
tion, which  bestows  dignity  on  consumers  and 
leads  to  increased  program  effectiveness 


•  Agencies  connect  with  new  partners,  network 
services  and  referrals,  thus  avoiding  wasteful 
duplication 

•  Strong  early-outreach  component,  solving 
problems  before  crises  erupt 

•  I  ncreases  avai  I  abi  I  i ty  of  preventi  on  servi  ces  i  n 
rural  areas 

•  Programs  become  part  of  a  larger  network, 
strengtheni  ng  and  supporti  ng  one  another,  and 
creating  a  more  effective  user-friendly,  seamless 
system  of  fami  ly  support  servi  ces 

•  State  and  local  agencies  collaborate  and  include 
parents  in  leadership  roles  in  planning  and 
providing  child  abuse  and  neglect  prevention 
activities 

•  A  fl exi  bl e  funds  pool  was  establ  i shed  as  a  payer 
of  last  resort  to  meet  the  needs  of  family 
emergencies

2.  Staff  enhances  fami  I  i  es'  capacity  to  support 
the  growth  and  development  of  all  family 
members-  adults,  youth,  and  children. 

3.  Fami  I  i  es  are  resources  to  thei  r  own  members, 
to  other  fami  lies,  to  programs,  and  to 
communities 

4.  Programs  affirm  and  strengthen  families' 
cultural,  racial,  and  linguistic  identities 
and  enhance  their  ability  to  function  in  a 
multicultural  society. 


5.  Programs  are  embedded  in  tha'r  communi- 
ti es  and  contri  bute  to  the  community- 
building  process 

6.  Programs  advocate  with  fami  lies  for  services 
and  systems  that  are  fair,  responsive  and 
accountabl  e  to  the  fami  I  i  es  served. 

7.  Practitioners  work  with  families  to  mobilize 
formal  and  informal  resources  to  support 
fami  I y  devd  opment. 

8.  Programs  are  fl  exi  bl  e  and  conti  nual  ly 
responsive  to  emergi  ng  fami  I  y  and 
community  issues 

9.  Principles  of  family  support  are  modeled  in 
all  program  activities,  including  planning, 
governance  and  administration.
